THE FOLLOWING REPORT HAS BEEN COMPILED FROM THE COMMENTS MADE BY THE MEMBERS 


OF THE JURY FOLLOWING THE JUDGMENT. 


-  F.J.BAUER, YALE SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS - FIRST MENTION! THIS SKETCH EMBODIED 
THE MOST SUITABLE TREATMENT OF THE SPACE AND WAS WELL EXPRESSED AND ACHIEVED. THE 
JURY WAS FAVORABLY IMPRESSED WITH THE ABILITY OF THE EXECUTION AND NOTED THAT THERE 


WAS ENOUGH MOVEMENT RUNNING THROUGH THE DES!tGN TO GIVE IT UNITY. #T 1S GAY AND 
LIVELY, AND FULL OF CHARACTER AND VERY AGREEABLE IN COLOR. HOWEVER, THIS SKETCH 
HAS BEEN LIMITED TO A DANGEROUS DEGREE AS TO ART FORM, IT #S ALMOST A WALLPAPER 


TREATMENT BECAUSE IT LACKS DEPTH AND 1S OF THE SAME INTENSITY THROUGHOUT WITH NO 
FOCAL POINT. THIS OIFFICULTY WOULD HAVE BEEN OVERCOME IN PART, HAD THE FEATURE 
OVER THE MANTEL BEEN GIVEN GREATER EMPHASIS. 


C.A.BRODEUR, YALE SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS - FIRST MENTION: ALTHOUGH THE JURY 
REALIZED THAT FROM THE STANDPOINT OF SUBJECT MATTER, NO USO CLUB WOULD AUTHORIZE 
THE USE OF SUCH A MURAL, NEVERTHELESS 1T MERI TED RECOGNITION BECAUSE IT WAS THE 
MOST SUCCESSFUL SOLUTION OF A PICTURE FORM, IN ADDITION TO BEING WELL PRESENTED 
AND HAVING FINE PAINTING QUALITIES, CHARM AND IMAGINATION. tT 1S HUMOROUS IN THE 
LITTLE DETAILS, BUT ONCE THESE HAD BEEN EXPLORED, THE PICTURE WOULD LOSE INTEREST. 
1T 1S VERY STATIC, BUT tT DOES CREATE A SPACE. THE COLOR SCHEME IS TOO LUGUBRIOUS 
FOR THE PURPOSES OF THE PROBLEM WHICH CALLED FOR SOME GAIETY AND LIVELINESS. THIS 
SKETCH IS DEFINITELY DATEG AND WOULD REQUIRE FURNISHINGS OF A SPECIAL PERIOD TO 
HARMONIZE WITH IT. 


ALL DESIGNS THAT SHOWED SOME MERIT IN PRESENTATION, IDEA, FAIR COLOR, COMPO- 
SITION, TREATMENT, ETC. WERE AWARDED A SECOND MENTION OR A MENTION, THUS DISTIN- 
GUISHING THEM FROM THOSE THAT LACKED SUFFICIENT MERIT FOR AN AWARD. AMONG THE 
FORMER WAS A DESIGN BY N.J.RUBINGTON OF YALE SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS WHICH SHOWED MORE 
SENSITIVENESS AND CONTROL IN COLOR THAN MOST SUBMISSIONS. 


AS A GENERAL CRITICISM FOR THIS PROBLEM, THE JURY SUMMARIZED ITS IMPRESSIONS 
AS FOLLOWS: MANY OF THE DESIGNS WERE NOT CONCEIVED AS MURALS, THEY WERE INAPPRO- 
PRIATE OR UNINTERESTING FROM A POINT OF VIEW OF SUBJECT MATTER OR WERE POORLY 
ORGANIZED; VERY SCATTERED AND SPOTTY IN PATTERN, AND LACKING IN EXPRESSION. THEY 
WERE NEITHER PICTURES NOR ABSTRACT DECORATIONS, AND THERE WAS NOTHING SUBMITTED 
THAT COMBINED BOTH THESE QUALITIES. IF A MURAL 1S CONCEINED AS A PICTURE IT MUST 
HAVE SOME EXPRESSION EITHER HUMOROUS OR SERIOUS. ae es OFTEN A DISREGARD FOR 
THE ARCHITECTURAL REQUIREMENTS PARTICULARLY IN THE MATT OF SCALE,

IT APPEARED OBVIOUS THAT FEW IF ANY OF THE STUDENTS WHO SUBMITTED DRAWINGS 
MADE ANY EFFORT TO FAMILIARIZE THEMSELVES WITH THE TRADITIONS AND USAGES OF MILI- 
TARY DECORATIONS. FOR THEIR tNFORMATION IT MAY BE NOTED THAT THE CONGRESSIONAL 
MEDAL OF HONOR, WHICH 1S THE HIGHEST AWARD OF THE UNITED STATES, CONSISTS OF A

1S MADE UP OF A MALTESE CROSS BACKED AGAINST A SMALL RECTANGLE WITH RADIAL FLUT- 
INGS. ON TOP OF THE CROSS A FOUR-BLADED PROPELLER IS SUPERIMPOSED. 


SUCH TRADITIONAL FORMS FOR DECORATIONS ARE NOT CONFINED TO THE UNITED STATES. 
THE ENGLISH VICTORIA CROSS, THE FRENCH LEGION OF HONOR, THE BELGIAN ORDER OF 
LEOPOLD, THE RUSSIAN CROSS OF ST.GEORGE, AND THE GERMAN POUR-LE-MERITE, ARE WELL- 
KNOWN EXAMPLES. NOR ARE THESE FORMS CONFINED TO THE HIGHEST AWARGS. OUR OWN 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE CROSS, THE ENGLISH MILITARY CROSS, THE FRENCH CROIX-DE- 
GUERRE, AND THE GERMAN IRON CROSS ARE TYPICAL, THE MEDAL OR PLAQUE, WHEN USED AS 
A DECORATION, IS ALMOST ALWAYS RESERVED FOR LESS IMPORTANT AWARDS, AND IS UNIVER- 
SALLY ADAPTED FOR SERVICE MEDALS, AWARDED MERELY FOR PARTICIPATION IN CERTAIN 
BATTLES, EXPEDITIONARY FORCES, ETC, 


A NUMBER OF STUDENTS SUBMITTING DRAWINGS HAD SOME IDEA THAT THERE COULD BE 
MORE TO A MILITARY DECORATION THAN A DISK WITH A DESIGN IN RELIEF. UNFORTUNATELY, 
THEY WERE AMONG THOSE WHO WERE NOT SUFFICIENTLY ADVANCED TO DEVELOP THEIR IDEAS 
PROPERLY. T,BEAR, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, HAD A BASICALLY SOUND CONCEPTION. HIS 
WHOLE ORNAMENT HOWEVER, WAS SO LIGHT AND DELICATE IN BOTH DESIGN AND MATERIALS AS 
TO PRECLUDE ANY POSSIBILITY OF ITS BEING SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED AS A MILITARY DECOR- 
ATION. THE DRAWING BY E.E.LOHR, UNIVERSITY OF ILLINOIS, SHOWED THAT HE ALSO UNDER- 
STOOD THAT FORM WAS A VITAL CONSIDERATION. HIS DESIGN CONSISTED OF A HIGHLY CON- 
VENTIONALIZED WHITE ENAMEL EAGLE SURROUNDED BY A GREEN RECTANGULAR WREATH WITH A 
CROSS BAR NEAR THE BOTTOM. THIS RESULTED IN A DECORATION THAT OF ALL THOSE SUB- 
MITTEGD, WOULD PROBABLY STAND OUT BEST WHEN WORN ON A DRESS UNIFORM WITH OTHER DE- 
CORATIONS ANO SERVICE MEDALS. UNFORTUNATELY, THE JURY DID NOT FEEL THAT THE 
DETAIL WAS SUFFICIENTLY STUDIED OR, FOR THAT MATTER, SUFFICIENTLY STRONG IN CON- 
CEPTION TO MERIT MORE THAN A MENTION,

A SECOND MEDAL WAS AWARDED TO W.D.SHAY, UNIVERSITY OF PENNSYLVANIA. HIS 


CONCEPTION OF A MEDAL WITH A LARGE STAR REPRESENTING THE RECIPIENT AND SMALLER 


STARS REPRESENTING LESS DISTINGUISHED INDIVIDUALS, WAS THOUGHT TO HAVE MERIT. THE 
BEST FEATURE OF THE DESIGN WAS THE OAK LEAF MOTIF LINKING THE MEDAL TO THE RIBBON, 
THIS WAS EASILY THE BEST EXAMPLE OF THE TREATMENT OF THIS IMPORTANT PART OF THE 
DESIGN. IN THE WRITER'S OPINION, HOWEVER, THE SIMPLE ROUND 1S NOT SUFFICIENTLY 
IMPORTANT IN FORM, 

THE DESIGN SUBMITTED BY E.H.LEONARD OF OKLAHOMA AGRICULTURAL & MECHANICAL 
COLLEGE, WAS THOUGHT TO HAVE A GREAT DEAL OF MERIT. ITS PRINCIPAL DRAWBACK WAS 
THAT THE ELONGATION OF THE LOWER ARM OF THE CROSS GAVE IT A DEFINITELY ECCLESIAS~ 
TICAL APPEARANCE. THE APPLIED GOLD SCROLL ON THE RIBBON WAS MEANINGLESS AND THE 
CONNECTION BETWEEN THE DECORATION AND THE RIBBON ITSELF WAS EXTREMELY WEAK, THE 
REVERSE SHOWING THE WREATH WAS SUPERIOR TO THE OBVERSE. HAD IT BEEN USED FOR THE

COUBTFUL MERIT OF NOT BEING ROUND. IT WAS NOT UNDERSTOOD@=WHAT WAS MEANT BY THE 
THREE STARS "FOR EACH BRANCH OF THE SERVICE". THERE ARE ONLY TWO SERVICES. THE 
COMMISSIONED AND ENLISTED PERSONNEL ASSIGNED TO THE AIR CORPS ARE AS MUCH A PART 
OF THE ARMY AS THOSE ASSIGNED TO THE CORPS OF ENGINEERS, ARTILLERY, INFANTRY, ETC. 
THE NAVY FLIERS WITH THEIR CREWS, AND ALSO THE MARINES ARE AS MUCH A PART OF THE 
NAVY AS 1S THE CREW OF A SUBMARINE, MOREOVER, THE THREE STARS WOULD BE CONFUSING 
DUE TO THE UNIVERSAL PRACTICE OF ADDING STARS TO A RIBBON FOR ADDITIONAL CITATIONS. 


THE JURY FELT, HOWEVER, THAT THE DESIGN ON THE PLAQUE ITSELF WAS VERY DISTINGUISHEB . 


AND THE AWARO WAS MADE UPON THAT BASIS. THIS MEDAL MAY WELL BE A CONTRIBUTION TO 
MEDALLIG ART AND A PIECE FOR A NUMISMATIC COLLECTION. . THE WRITER, HOWEVER, MUST

Having come to an agree- 


ment with these four tenants, the realtor wishes to give — 


them plan layouts for their needs, and a distinguished 
exterior character better than that of the average store 


building in the vicinity. Knowing that these tenants are 


not necessarily permanent, he does not want to have 
any store, either in plan or elevation, so individual that 
it could not readily be changed to suit some future ten- 
ant. He realizes that to accomplish this, a very thorough 
study will have to be made of the storefronts, their 
composition, material, and. character of .the .window 
moldings. 


The lot is situated on the northeast corner of an east- 


west main avenue and a north-south street, with a front- 
age of 130 feet on the avenue and 90 feet on the street. 
(See site plan.) It is approximately level. Both streets 
are desirable for shopping although the front footage 


on the avenue provides somewhat higher rentals. The ~ 


site is well located in regard to bus service, train service 
and automobile parking accommodations. No automobile 
parking shall be provided on the lot itself, although 
parallel parking for a limited time is allowed on the ave- 
nue.

MARKET will require an area, of approximately, 
4,000 sq. ft. of sales space. The customers enter through 


turnstiles and select from open and unattended shelves. 
most of their purchases which are then placed in wheeled 
arts carrying wire baskets. Green vegetables, meats and _ 


fruits require special counters with attendants. On 


Author — Renert .F isa si New York, N. Y. 


leaving the market the customer passes a checker and 


cashier who operate the adding machine and cash regis- 
_ ter and re-pack the customers’ purchases in paper bags. 


Since no telephone orders, delivery services, or charge 
accounts are permitted, all customers must come to the 
store. It is important, therefore, that the approach be as 
inviting as possible. The method of handling displays 
of foodstuffs invites the use of imagination. Adequate 
lighting, both by day and night, is of considerable im- 
portance. A trucking platform may be provided for the 
large amount of merchandise received in the market, or 
since most deliveries are made by truck in the early 
morning a sidewalk elevator can be used. It is important, 
however, to consider the ease and facility with which 


“goods can be handled into the building and stored, if 


necessary, in the basement. 


The remainder of the area of the building area should 


be divided into approximately three equal and separate — 


rentable spaces, each with store fronts and window dis- 
play areas distinctive to the proposed occupancy, namely, 


the DRUG STORE, HABERDASHER, and FLORIST. 


The building will consist of one storey only with a full 
basement under each store. No sign, illuminated or 
otherwise, is allowed by law to project beyond the lot 
line. The local law also specifies that the building can- 


not cover more than 80% of the lot area, The clea: 
storey height shall be approximately 14 feet. Each store 
will have at least one toilet and washbasin. The market 


will require separate provisions for men and women. 
The heating equipment will be in the basement of the 
market and will be operated by its personnel. 


The. coordinated. development of a group of stores 
and their street fronts in conjunction with the necessary 
signs, awnings and illumination as required is a basic part 
of this problem. It is understood that in the design ot
